office, with the interstate commerce 
commission acting as a supreme court 
of review of rate disputes.

employes and management would be 
referred to an adjustment board with- 
jn the department of transportation 
under the plan, and strikes and lock- 
outs forbidden pending investigation.

all I know that I am coming back 
homo. My Thanksgiving was a pretty 
affair at that. Wo had a good dinner 
here at the hospital and in the even- 
ing I -was invited over to 'a hospital 
nearby and they .had a splendid meal 
and a flnc entertainment in the even- 
ing- for us. 
"We have a minstrel show here at 
the hospital and It certainly has made 
a hit. 
There are about four special 
numbers and in one of the n-iimbers 
I give a musical reading which J com- 
posed myself entitled 'My Pal Jimmy.' 
It is a little war reading and it goes 
across in pretty good style. 
We are 
booked up for the next eight nights 
Tonight we play at the theater hore 
In Tonl and next Saturday we are go- 
ing to Nancy. There is some chance 
of us showing In Paris. 
It's good 


sport and it takes our minds off the 
army to a certain extent and that is a 
great relief. 
There have been three

In July, about 
the 1st. we left for the Champagne 
front where, under General Gouraud. 
the great ono-armed French general, 
we repulsed the fifth great German 
offensive and -where -we defeated the 
great Prussian Guard regiments in a 
hand-to-hand encounter in one of the 
miost stubborn and bloody battles of 
the war.
